The women in the Clapper residence 


were first to. arrive and witness: the 
sickening sight that was before them 
The mutilated arid lifeless remains of 
three men lay on" the snow in a pool of 
blood, and the body of ^Drake was a 
short distance away. He was com- 
pletely disembowled, but still alive. 
Young Harvey's head was almost torn 
from his body, and the limbs of other 
unfortunates wer« all but severed from 
their bodies. 
^ Harvey Williams so6nxregained his 
senses, and, jumping on a horse, rode 
to Dalton, a small town near. He in- 
formed the residents" of the ;accident, 
and they hastened to the Clapper farm 
with a physician, but when, they ar- 
rived Drake had died.- Williams rode1 
the distance with a majority .of his 
clothes torn from his body, and on his 
arrival in' Dalton blood was frozen on 
His face and wounds on various'parts of 
his body. Williams and Clapper, who 
were-quite seriously injured, were car- 
ried to the house, where their wounds 
•were dressed,-and it is thought that 
they will recover. The remains of Mr. 
Taylor and his son, and of Drake and 
Wilker Were taken to their respective 
homes. Wilker and Taylor have large 
families. Harvey Taylor .and Drake 
are younjf unmarried men.

statements, he said, illustrated the 
condition and prospects of the treas- 
ury under present conditions.'

Mr. Springer said there was a great 


difference between the obligations of 
the government to its citizens and 
those of" one citizen to another in re- 
spect of 'the payment of debts.

government had made its pledge in the 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act, that it would maintain 
all its money at a parity and of equal 
value at all times and places.

A good knife Of moderate -size and 


sharpness is a necessity. The platter 
should be placed near-enough to the 
carver to give her control of it." In 
roast pieces, such as loins, breast, fore- 
quarters- and the like, the butcher, 
should have been instructed to separate 
the joints so that carving may not be 
impossible. In .carving beef, mutton, 
lamb and veal, thin, smooth, neat slices 
are desirable. They should always be 
cut across the grain, taking care to 
pass'the Jdiife throu'gh to the bones of 
the meat. 
- 


In carving a le'g of mutton the best 


slices are obtained from the center and 
the next best from the broad end. The 
pieces-frorn the part next the knuckle 
are apt to be.dry. A sirloin of beef 
yields its best slices from the end near 
the tenderloin. If it is cut through in 
this "part the pieces must be fairly 
thick; if long, thin slices are.desired it 
should be cut across.

In carving turkey or chicken place 


the head to the right, cut off the wing 
nearest, then -• the leg, and then the 
second joint; then slice the breast until 
a rounded piece'appears. Insert;the 
knife between that and the bone And 
separate them; this is "considered the 
best part of the bird.. Next comes tbe 
"merry-thought." 
After this turn"over 


the bird a little and. just below the 
breast will be 
found the "oyster," 


which can be separated as the inner 
breast can be. The side bone lies be- 
side the rump, and the morsel cari^be 
taken out withoift-separatingthe wh'ole 
bone. Proceed in the same way with 
the other side.— N. Y. World.

The recent accident on iie Florida 


Southern railway near Gainesville re- 
calls the old -question concerning the, 
Florida sinks. What are they? 


Except the railroad feature, there is 


nothing so -very unusual in the forma- 
tion of a new sink: one was formed a 
year or so ago about a mile from the 
site of the accident, and close "by the 
same railroad, but there was no partic- 
ular publicity given to the fact. Un- 
less thejformatipn of a new sink. causes 
some 
- 'particular, accident or., incon- 


venience, it is only mentioned as a new 
/curiosity miglit be— something to look 
at if you are going that -way.

'•'-. Alachua county probably has a.larger 
number of these sink holes than any 
other county in the state. 
- : 


Some of , these : sinks have water in 


them^'sbme-are dry. and some are forty 
feet in depth, and bearing- orange: trees 
grow on the sloping sides. 


All efforts to find natural causes for 


these isinks have failed to account for 
their existence, says a correspondent 
of the Savannah News. 
• 


The numerous recent, discoveries in 


some western states, in Central Amer^, 
lea and in Mexico of the remains of the 
dwellings of a people -who lived be- 
neath the surface oi the earth suggest 
the possibility that these Florida sinks 
are the oreaking-in of the roofs of 
chambers formed by a race of people 
who, in the long a.go, occupied Florida. 


That subterranean chambers and 


passage-ways exist in Florida is well 
known, but how they were formed and 
for what purpose I have never seen 
even suggested in any vrork on the sub- 
ject.

The natural wells all have'an artifi- 


cial appearance. They are aJl entrances 
to tunnels in which water runs. Per- 
sons have often entered one and come 
out by another. I .have heard it claimed 
that these natural wells are the open- 
air shafts to subterranean roadways, 
and that they lead to large rooms in 
some places. I have been told of a 
large su oterranean chamber near Arch- 
er on the walls of which are picture 
writings^ 
-

The investigation of this subject 


might yield some vel-y interesting in- 
formation. A small party of friends 
have made some very strange discov- 
eries regarding these Florida rfnlrR. 
They have found that, like the numer- 
ous other ancient -works of Florida of 
which I have written, such of these 
sinks as they have examined all bear 
the same engineer's marks (attractive 
bodies placed in the gzonnd), by which 
the outlines of the original work can 
be traced, and also the connecting pas- 
sages; and -t.bi's has' led to the further 
discovery that the same lines are quite 
numerous in places vrhere there arc no 
signs of sinks or natural -wells to be 
seen. 


A decided similarity exists between 


many ancient worksf ound in American 
and Egyptian work. There is no good 
reason why .we should not take what is 
known of Egypt to at least suggest %he 
form or purpose of the unknown in. 
America, In Egypt and Morocco, I am 
informed, the 'excess of grain crops is 
placed in chambers in the ground, the 
chamber is closed, and" all visible traces 
of its existence are destroyed. In time 
of need the caid or sheik finds the 
chamber "fay use of the shah el loo, and 
thus a famine is provided against. 


May not some of our numerous large 


sinks represent similar large granaries 
or store chambers? 
' The .scene of the accident- on the 
Florida. Southern railway is on the 
edge of Payne's prairie, where twenty 
thousand acres of rich land 
might 


yield grain enough to require an im- 
mense storage capacity. The spot is 
centrally situated for water transporta- 
tion of the crop across the prairie by 
its central drainage canal, and^is easily 
accessible from a region -where there 
are n<x large prairies to cultivate, 


Near Gainesville and in the city 


there are many places where it is often 
uoticed that where horses, trot over 
them a hollow sound comes from the 
ground. I have traced on some of 
these spots the very same lines that are 
found at -the sinks. 
At Ocala.. Dade 


City, Tampa' and Port Tampa City I 
have found the same lines, and I have 
been told of many other places .where 
these lines have been traced by gentle- 
men interested in the same line of in- 
vestigation. 


Eeasoning from the lines found at 


the' sinks, wells and tunnels that are 
known, the same lines being found 
where no f^-nk or well now exists, tne 
same conditions should be in -these 
spots as -must have been inihe others 
before the supports of the roof gave" 
•way to form the -sinks or wells. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to dig 
down and see the actual condition — if 
there be. a chamber and what it con- 
tains; rf there, be a tunnel and what it 
leads to; but -water and quicksand 
were in every instance too much for the 
means of the explorer, so that it still 
remains a mystery, and no one has yet 
satisfactorily answered the ouestion: 
Wnat is a Florida sick?— Savannah

: STAGE "COACH DAYS. 


How People Traveled in the itldd]e State* 


Forty-two years ago last New Year's 


day the last through United States na^l 
arrived by stag-e coach from Baltimore 
at Wheeling, TV. Va., says the Balti- 
more Sun. John E. Eeeside, now a 
resident" of Baltimore, was in charge 
of the stage which made the last trip, 
arriving in Wheeling New Year's -day, 
1S5S.

Mr. Seaside's father, the late James 


Beesffie, was a pioneer in this travel^ 
The son -entered the same business 
when ubout fifteen years old, and con- 
tinued ^extending stage-coach lines 
westward -until they reached the Pacific 
coast Railroads followed in .fhe wake 
of the "coach lines and took away their 
business of carrying passengers and 
trialls. 


'Probably the most interesting of Mr. 


Reeside's .experiences were" in connec- 
tion with the national road, or . "old 
pike,"", projected -by the national gov- 
ernment in 130G. This road extended 
from Cumberland. McL, westward over 
the Alleghanies to the Ohio river. It 
was the main artery of travel for_pas- 
senger, mail and freight traffic lintQ 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad took its 
place.

From Baltimore "to Cumberland the 


turnpike was older, having been con- 
structed by private persons and compa-

' ' Th e stage-coach headquarters in Bal- 


timore, " said Mr. Beeside, "were at old 
Barmmrs hotel and .the Fountain inn, 
which stood on the site of the Carrollton 
hotel The coaches used were open at 
the front and sides, with seats f or 
eleven passengers besides the driver. 
All seats faced the front of the vehicle. 
Saddlebags, which -were carried in that 
time for baggage, were hung on the 
posts supporting the top' of the stage, 
A small rack behind for trunks was 
seldom used. A tin lantern, with a 
tallow dip, placed over~the driver was 
used at night. 


"Four, strong horses drew these 


coaches, with relays every ten or twelve 
miles at stages or stations, from -which 
probably came the name of the vehicle. 
The average rate of fare was sis cents 
a mile. At first travel was only in the 
daytime, with stops over night at the 
numberous excellent rn-ri« or taverns 
which lined the road. 


liOne of the great obstructions to 


travel along the road were large droves 
of cattle, sheep and hogs being driven 
from western plains to eastern markets. 
The cattle especially, with their long 
horns pointed toward tihe oncoming 
coach, made a- formidable obstruction. 


"The two hundred and seventy-two 


miles from Baltimore to Wheeling were 
first made in four days, with nightly 
stops. The best-stage coa-eh time was 
afterward reduced to fifty hours by the 
old Eclipse line, established -by James 
Preside. ".

Mr. Eeeside is probably the only sur- 


viving stage coach contractor of na- 
tional prominence. He is a native of 
Cumberland." Samuel Lurman, said to 
be the oldest living stage coach driver, 
now lives in Cumberland.

Tbe alleged o^ense is disgusting, re- 
volting and inhuman, and if proved 
could hardly be too severely punished 
The charge is an assault with intent to 
rape, and his victim little 14-year-old 
Lucy Keougb, a pretty, well developed 
and attractive girL 


The circumstances seem to indicate a 


premeditated and planned action. The 
a2air occurred Monday afternoon, but 
was not reported to the authorities un- 
til yesterday evening, when the arrest 
was made. The mother o£ the little 
^Hrl Mrs. Emma Keough, a laundress 
living at 112 East Front street, reported 
it to Officer Siokely. who called Mar- 
shal Scbmitt, to whom the girl told her 
storv. McDermott was arrested abont 
4 o'clock and tbe girl called at the city 
prison abont d o'clock, filing an affidavit 
and repeating her story to the mayor. 


She says that McDermott called at 


her home Monday afternoon and told 
Mrs. Keough that a woman named Wil- 
liams wanted Lucy to come and live 
with her. Tbe mother has been trying 
to find a home or employment as a do- 
mestic for her. 
She accepted his statement as troc and 
got the liule girl ready to accompany' 
him, writing a note to tbe "Mrs. Vn\- 
liams" askiag her to take good care 
of the girl, to see that she aid cot go 
out at nights, etc- The man and lit- 
tie girl left together and walked oat- 
tbe line of the street railroad past tbe 
Harper trestle. Here they turned up 
ths hollow by the "Bed school house." 
Lucy says tbat after they had gone a 
short distance up the hill McDermott 
knocked her down, chocked her and 
commenced to tear her clothes o2. 
She screamed lustily and finding tbat 
he could not stop her the brute turned 
and ran away leaving her there.

was fortunately not injured in any 
way and get back home all right 
She 


adds that another little girl by tbe 
name of Lunsford had been looking 
for" a situation as a domestic and Mc- 
Dermott told her that he was going to 
take her ont to Harper's. Lucy wanted 
him to get her then and take tbe two 
together but be said that be had made 
arrangements to take her tbe next 
day. 


McDermott told conflicting stories, 


He said that be was going to take tbe 
girl to Harper's, but was past there 
when the assault occurred. He also 
said that he was going up the boiiow 
after rosin, that he didn't want tbe girl 
to go along bnt she insisted and fol- 
lowed. 


Tbe man is well known in police cir- 


cles.
